The large pro- 
portion ot now memboro In tho oa- 
Bcmhly this year la aupposod to ho 
one cause for tho flaws, but by tho 
time the export lawmakers get 
through with tho' bills it Is expected 
that, nil, traces of amateurism will ho 
removed. 

A close reading of all tho bills now 
before tho Icglslaturo 1b being made 
by tlie*pubHcity. bureau of tho Legis- 
lative Voters' loaguo. So far no bul- 
letins have been Issued by tho bureau, 
although.BOvordl flaws have been dis- 
covered In bills which may bo made 
tho-'subject of ropprta later on. 

Among the legislators themselves 
thoro has been much 'scrutiny of the 
mcOBUrca, and the result la that 
many are advocating tho paBoago of 
tho Jones bill In order that a deport- 
ment may be provided whore the law- 
makers may have .their bills whipped 
Into proper shape instead uif being 
thrown upon their o'Wn resources In 
drafting them. 

To Inatance the flaws, It Is pointed 
out that several acts would fall to 
occompllBh tbclr purpOBo bocaaao 
they carry no appropriation clause. 

Several bills are said to be faulty 
because' thoy seek to substitute - new 
measures. Instead of amending acts 
now In force, aa, for example, Mr. 
Cermnk's bill to increase tho salaries 
of members of tho leglslaturo to |2.- 
OOQ. Several other bills are crltlclaed 
because thoy do not place In the tlUe 
of the bill tho amendment they seek 
toaccomptlsh. .

It was Senator Dry den's intention to 
address .the Rcpuhllcaa mombcrs of 
Uio legislature and set forth tho rea- 
sons, in hla opinion, why ho should 
bo reeleclod to the senate, 
. Following tho senator's decision U) 
withdraw his hamo, his physicians, 
Drs. Edward J. Ill and Charles L. Ill, 
sent tho following telegram to tho 
Hepublican loaders in tho New Jersey 
senate and house of assembly: 

"Tho condition of Senator J, P. 
Dryden'a health is such, on account 
of the long and severe strain' under 
which he has been, that we. his phy* 
sicians, have advised him that It Is 
of Imperativo Importance that ho 
should not attend tho proposed con- 
ference at Trenton on Monday." 

Senator Drydcn said ho^had hoped 
at this meeting to.be able to convince 
tho eight Republicans who roftised to 
bo bound by>' tho action of tho party 
caucus that Uietr opposition to him 
l3 based upon mlstahen grounds..
